Four Farmers Attend 
Experiment Station 
Field Day At U. K. 


X-RAY UNIT TO BE HERE JUNE 9-10TH 


Four Morgan farmers attended 
the Livestock and Pasture Field 
Day at the Agricultural Experi¬ 
ment Station Field Day in Lex¬ 
ington last Friday with County 
Agent Charlie Dixon. They were 
W. G. Ratliff, Bishop Benton, Er¬ 
nest Oney and Harold Rose. 

They were shown the pasture 
utilization studies of the various 
grasses alone and in combination 
with ladino clover. They also 
saw the pasture irrigation stud¬ 
ies where irrigation with proper 
fertilization had increased pro¬ 
duction 30 to 60 percent and 
maintained a good legume stand. 

The breeding efforts to produce 
better bacon hogs from the com¬ 
mon breeds and pasture studies 
with swine were seen. The study 
of antibiotics in swine and poul¬ 
try feeding stock of the beef 
cattle herd were seen along with 
their pasture studies. 

Housing and breeding work 
with sheep including the use of 
hormones were shown or ex¬ 
plained. Brooding tests with 
chickens and tests of new broiler 
strains were explained. Other 
research studies such as bloat 
control, the use of silage from 
various crops in various kinds of 
silos and other practical studies 
were outlined. 

Part of the meeting was held in 
the $160,000 dairy barn which 
was destroyed by. fire the follow¬ 
ing Sunday morning. 

A crops field day will be held 
at the Experiment Station in Au¬ 
gust, reports Mr. Dixon. At that 
time, experimental work with to¬ 
bacco, corn, pasture and hay 
crops and insect control will be 
explained and shown.

sugar, salt, coffee and a few 
other staple items or some cloth¬ 
ing. 

Merchants also hauled most of 
their merchandise from More- 
head. the closest railroad station 
to West Liberty. 

If you will look at a map of 
Morgan county you will note that 
there is a very fine bare section 
of the county which forms an 
arrow-shaped territory adjacent 
tc Rowan and Menifee counties. 
Very few people outside the re¬ 
gion have ever traveled from the 
Yocum to Morehead over the old 
road. Very few of these people 
come to West Liberty often. A 
few of the leaders come to county 
and circuit courts and to the 
county offices on business. A few 
of the men like Jas. Donahue, 
Clell Donahue, Guifford Law oc¬ 
casionally are in town and are 
acquainted with the officials and 
business people here. The chief 
reason has been the difficult way 
of travel and the long distance. 

In 1925 it required a hard day 
tc ride to Paragon school and re¬ 
turn and then I traveled short 
cuts through cliffs and over hills 
and down streams leading my 
horse over some of the places. 

Friday at 1 p.m. Supt. Carl 
Stewart and Ralph Brown, SCF 
consultant of Salyersville, asked 
me to go with them to the Para- 
gan school. They wanted to get 
pictures of the school and en¬ 
deavor to get it SCF sponsored. 
Mr. Brown had never been there 
and w a s interested to learn 
something about it so he could 
make his recommendation to the 
New York office. 

We traveled over a good black 
top road to Pomp and then on a 
gravel road to near Zag where 
we turned on a new surfaced 
road which has just recently been 
surfaced. We passed the Hickory 
Grove school house and not far 
from Mervil Lewis’ home we left 
the gravel and struck the mud 
road going down the hill over 
rocks and waterfalls, we hit the 
bottom. 

After traveling about five miles 
we came to the top of the hill

Veep At Rally 


Locals Play Floyd 
Team Here Saturday 
Then Go To Berea

Fifty years ago people who 
traveled to Morehead from West 
Liberty went down the river to 
Lick Fork and turned up a small 
stream and went across the Mc- 
Clannahan Hill, the scene of a 
Civil War battle and from there 
to Yocum and up Panthers branch 
and across the mountain to the 
falls of Yocum Creek near the 
Blaze post office. 

At that time there was a small 
village called Gritter. This was 
a stopping point on the road to 
Morehead. Often people would 
stay overnight at some of the 
homes nearby. 

From “Gritter” they would 
travel through a section of Hick¬ 
ory Grove community and down 
through rugged cliffs to the creek 
that flows past the Paragon 
school. Here they would come to 
the North Fork of Licking, a 
large swift and, in places, a deep 
stream. 

They would cross the Clack 
Mountain and travel for a dis¬ 
tance of about twelve miles to 
Morehead. 

The full trip covered about 30 
miles each way and required 
usually about three days with a 
team and wagon loaded with 
chicken, eggs and other produce 
such as yellow root, ginseng, etc. 
to sell at Morehead, and purchase 
a barrel or two of flour, some 


Eight hundred and seventy-two 
Democratic faithfuls throughout 
Kentucky attended the $50-a- 
plate Jefferson-Jackson Day din¬ 
ner in Louisville Saturday and 
heard Alben W. Barkley serve 
notice on the Eisenhower admin¬ 
istration that Democrats don’t 
consider it a permanent fixture 
in Washington. 

The Veep, in a vigorous free- 
swinging speech at the Seelbach 
Hotel, warned Republicans elect¬ 
ed last November that “it’s not a 
lifetime job.” 

The Democrats, he predicted, 
will win back control of both 
houses of Congress next year. 

Speaks More Than Hour 

Barkley spoke for more than 
an hour in a vein reminiscent of 
his Democratic National Conven¬ 
tion speeches during the Roose¬ 
velt and Truman administrations. 
And he was given long, standing 
ovations at both the beginning 
and end of his off-the-cuff ad¬ 
dress. 

When it was over, one State 
Democratic official was heard to 
observe, “All the old boy’s got to 
do now is file his declaration 
papers.” 

(There have been widely cir¬ 
culated reports that the former 
senator and Vice-President would 
seek the Senate seat now held by 
John Sherman Cooper in 1954, or 
that he would run for governor 
in 1955.) 

Won’t Disclose His Plans 

Before his speech last night, 
Barkley declined to answer any 
auestions about his future poli¬ 
tical plans. But at one point dur¬ 
ing the speech, when he spoke of 
the 40 years he spent in politics, 
some in the S50-a-plate audience 
thought he was about to give a 
hint of his plans. He didn’t. 

During the speech, Barkley 
paid tribute to President Eisen¬ 
hower as “a man for whom I have 
the greatest respect and admira¬ 
tion.” 

“Nothing that I say will ever 
reflect upon his honor, his integ¬ 
rity, or his patriotism,” Barkley 
said. 

But, the Veep continued, that 
didn’t keep him from being sorry 
for the President in his efforts to 
carry out campaign promises 
that went beyond discretion.” 

Draws A Big Laugh 

Barkley drew a big laugh when 
he said the chief occupation of 
the Eisenhower Cabinet these 
days is disputing among them¬ 
selves as to which can make the 
most succinct statement on how 
long it will take to balance the 
national budget. 

Before Barkley’s speech began, 
Lieutenant Governor Emerson 
Beauchamp almost stole the show 
by telling of a Shelby county 
farmer who had “$17 Eisenhower 
calves nursing $ 3 0 0 Truman 
cows.” 

Barkley declared. “That is 
nothing compared with the enor¬ 
mous price Republicans got for 
the bull they sold the American 
people last fall. They got the 
presidency of the United States.” 

Sometimes Pounds Lectern 

Sometimes pounding the lec¬ 
tern for emphasis, Barkley gave 
praise to Eisenhower’s speech be¬ 
fore the American Society of 
Newspaper Editors last month as 
a “sound and wholesome restate¬ 
ment of foreign policy for our 
country.” 

“I approve of it,” Barkley said. 
“It was right. And it was right 
because it followed the foreign 
policy of Roosevelt and Truman.” 

The 74-vear-old Barkley said 
he would rather see the nation 
“succeed under the Republicans 
than to fail so we Democrats can 
regain power.” 

Power Can Be Futile 

“Power is futile unless it is 
used for the purpose for which it 
was conferred,” he said. 

The Barkley speech climaxed a 
day of optimism for Kentucky 
Democrats as they met to honor 
their patrons. Thomas Jefferson 
and Andrew Jackson. 

From dozens of Democratic 
leaders throughout the state came 
predictions ol victories to come. 

Senator Clements foresaw a 
Democratic United States House 
of Representatives in 1954. 

Battles Are Ahead 

And Governor Wetherby, re¬ 
minding the party it has battles 
to fight this year, too, predicted 
the election of a Democratic State 
Legislature friendly to his Ad¬ 
ministration. 

Earlier in the day, the Demo¬ 
cratic State Central Executive 
Committee met and even that

One hundred twenty-three soil 
samples have been tested in the 
Morgan County Soil Testing Lab¬ 
oratory since it was established 
early in March, according to the 
county agent, Charlie Dixon. 

Floyd Craft is the testing tech¬ 
nician. He was trained in a school 
at the University of Kentucky. 

Of the first 119 samples, 91 of 
them were from tobacco fields, 
eight corn fields, 13 pasture and 
hay, three alfalfa and four others. 

Of the 91 tobacco fields only 3! 
tested strongly acid and need ad¬ 
ditional lime for tobacco. Some 
additional phosphate was recom¬ 
mended on all the fields. How¬ 
ever, 60 of the fields tested very 
high in phosphate and would 
have produced good tobacco even 
without additional phosphate. 

Fourteen fields tested less than 
50 pounds of available phosphate 
per acre and would have severely 
limited the yield and quality of 
tobacco without a heavy appli¬ 
cation of phosphate. 

Heavy applications of potash 
were needed on 39 of the fields, 
and 35 fields needed lighter ap¬ 
plications. Of the remaining 36 
fields with very high potash tests, 
the manure was sometimes suffi¬ 
cient to meet the needs. 

The nitrogen requirements were 
figured on the basis of adding 
170 pounds of actual nitrogen per 
acre. The value of the cover 
crop, tobacco stalks and manure 
were calculated before figuring 
the amount of nitrogen to be 
added as commercial fertilizer. 
Mr. Dixon figured the fertilizer 
needs in each case and recom¬ 
mended the kind and amounts of

ABOUT MORGAN’S 
POPULATION 

Morgan’s population count in 
the 1950 census was 13.624, a 
drop of 19% under the 1940 cen¬ 
sus. This is shown in a booklet 
the Courier bought this week 
from the Department of Com¬ 
merce which gives “The General 
Characteristics of Kentucky 
population as Recorded in the 
1950 Census.” The booklet re¬ 
veals that Morgan’s families av¬ 
erage 4.31 persons each; that 75.6 
percent of its population are rural 
farm folk; that the median age 
of its residents is 21.8 years; that 
7.5 percent of its people are 65 
years of age and older; that there 
are no non-white persons among 
its population: that all but 7.5 
percent of its married couples 
own their own homes or farms; 
that the average Morgan county 
youth completes 7.7 grades in 
school; that the county has a la¬ 
bor force of 3,725 of which only 
1.8 percent are engaged in manu¬ 
facturing. 

The booklet further shows that 
all of Morgan’s adjoining coun¬ 
ties lost population during the 
ten-year period—Elliott 18.7 per¬ 
cent; Lawrence 16.5 percent: Ma¬ 
goffin 20.9 percent; Johnson 7.5 
percent: Wolfe 23.8 percent; Men¬ 
ifee 15.7 percent and Rowan 0.2 
percent. It seems that Boyd and 
Montgomery counties were the 
only two in this section that 
gained in population—Boyd 8.7 
percent and Montgomery 6.1 per¬ 
cent. 

And contrary to popular belief, 
there are more males in Morgan 
than females, the figures being 
6,970 males and 6,654 females. 

Morgan’s population in 1940 
was 16,827.

OUR UNSETTLED LAND 

Our travel last Friday through a section of 
Morgan, Rowan and near Menifee counties tempts 
us to make a prophecy. 

There are thousands of acres of land, lying 
above the gorges cut by four or five streams that 
drain this territory and where very few people 
live. There are fewer people here than there 
were fifty years ago. 

The first settlements in this section, no doubt, 
were made where there was plenty of game and 
fish and where the soil would produce abun¬ 
dantly. As time passed the fine timber was sold 
and logged, game disappeared. Other sections 
offered better living and the people moved away. 

So for fifty years there has been a decrease 
in population and a return to the primeval for¬ 
est. Old fields grew up. Buildings rotted, fences 
disappeared and roads too. This became a for- 
gotton land. 

Then some things happened. Our county of¬ 
ficials in cooperation with the state began to 
build roads into this area. Roads were built to 
Blaze, to Hickory Grove, to Cottle Bend, to the 
Limestone Quarry. These roads pierced the pine 
forest and crossed the streams. The school offi¬ 
cials were able to visit the schools and to take 
teachers to the children. 

There is no doubt a bright future for this 
section, lying at the edge of the Cumberland 
National Forest and having several thousand 
acres within its boundary. There is a tourist 
possibility. The land is rolling and has clay

STRAWBERRIES. SHEEP AND DAIRYING 


The Courier long has advocated adding sheep, 
strawberries and dairying to Morgan’s tobacco 
growing as the most practicable plan to increase 
the county's cash income and thus raise our 
standard of living. 

The scarcity and resultant high price of 
strawberries this year should provoke greater 
interest of Morgan farmers in this source of in¬ 
come. The Paducah area where farmers form¬ 
erly shipped over a thousand carloads of berries 
each season has produced only a few carloads 
this year. High weekly wages paid at the atomic 
energy plant at Paducah and at other new plants 
In that area has drained off farm workers, thus 
curtailing berry production. 

Price of strawberries opened on the Louis¬ 
ville market at $10.50 to $11 a crate, and the price 
has been fairly steady as the picking season pro¬ 
gressed. Shippers quoted prices at $9 to $9.50 a 
crate Wednesday, and the Louisville market 
quoted prices of $9.75 to $10 the same day. 

An acre of strawberries at these prices will 
bring over $1,300, which is more than an acre of 
good burley. 

Add strawberries, dairying and sheep to 
Morgan’s burley farming and farmers in Morgan 
can live as handsomely as Bluegrass land barons.
